Ths 
Siberian arbor vitie ia perfectly hardy, aad 
some think handsomer 1 we do aot) thaa 
tba Amerieaa ; but it does not aaswsr so 
wsll for hedges, and oannot >>e pruned to 
so much advantage. 

The Norway spruce is occasionally used 
for hsdges, but it requires great attention 
to pruning, to keep it within proper bound*, 
aad tasa it is aaly adapted to vary large 
lawns or fields. U is quits out of place 
whore the space is contracted. 

There is nothiag that adds to much to 
th* adornment of a premises, aftor well- 
cultivated evergreen tree*, than the** per- 
petually leaved hedges. But just ia ths 
same proportion that they are attractive, 
are they the reverse if not properly men- 
aged. Nothing looks menner thaa a neg- 
lected hedge, or aa svergtesa taw*. Whea- 
evtr we encounter them, as is frequently 
the oass, we feel a sort of resentment 
against those who inflict tnoh aa eyesore 
upon good sense and taste, and desire to 
cultivate things ia which lasy have not 
boea educated, or have ao ia»iructox on lha 
praatisai.

Ai to the time of totting out 
hedges, we prefer from the middle of 
March to the middle of Moy. They saa, 
however, be set out aow and duriag this 
mouth, a p*riod whieh t* most approved 
of by BBSS* nurserymen. We have no 
doubt hut that it will aaawer well enough, 
for there is no surer plaui or tree to grow 
a family of evergreens.
